BRITISH COUNSEL'S ARGUMENT 


Claims United States Had No Right 
Under Treaty of 1818 to Extend 
Privilege to Outsiders 


The Hague.—Sir Wm. Robinson, at- 
torney-general for Great Britain, con- 
tinuing his argument before the fish- 
eries tribuna: declar d that the 
United States was wrong in claiming 
that the t eaty of 1818 gave it an ap- 
parent right. If the United States 
had no means of remedying infringe- 
ments of the treaty by Great Britain, 
the sanction of the treaty consi-ted 
in public opinion. 

He pointed out that the treaty had 
not given the United States a privi- 
leged position in regard to fishing, but 
only a share in the fisheries on the 
same terms as the British fishermen. 

Sir William tnen dealt with the se 
cond question in di-pute, as to 
whether inhabitants of the United 
States in exercising the rights granted 
them by the treaty could employ as 
members of their crews fish rm who 
were not citizens of the United States 
He answered the question in the neg- 
ative, and said that the treaty had 
granted the rights only to inhabitants 
of the United States to the exclusion 
of others. The United Stotes had no 
right to extend the privilege which 
the treaty gave them. 


Serious Strike Riots in Winnipeg 

Winnipeg, Man.—On Monday night 
some seventy men avd forty women 
paid a visit to the C. N. R. shops and 
1ooted and threatened the — strike- 
breakers. A good deal of noise was 
made, and although no one was hurt, 
some stone throwing was indulged in. 
It is alleged that r-volv r shots were 
fired. The police reserves were hur- 
ried out, and dispersed the rioters, 
making one arrest for inciting to riot. 

Later about 10 o’clock a fire broke 
out among the cars in the west yard 
between the tracks in a rather in- 
accessible place. Five or six passen- 
ger and some twenty freicht cars were 
consumed, the estimated loss being 
$75,000, At the same time a car of 
hev wes burnt in the east yards, three 
miles distant, with a loss of $1,000,

to warrant further prospecting.

The Premier Favored Reciprocity 
with United States it Canada 
Got Fair Treatment 
Regina.—Premier Laurier met 2 


delegation of grain growers here on 
Monday, who emphasized their views 
on the tariff question. 

The giain growers’ spokesman ad- 
mitted that they were not all free 
traders in the west, but declared that 
there was a great and growing feeling 
favoring an all-round reduction in the 
tariff. 

“We want our tariff to be more for 
revenue and less for protection.’ And 
if all representatives of the people had 
done their duty the premier would 
have been aware of this, was the 
substance of the grain grower’s argu- 
ments. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said he was glad 
that they recognized that it was im- 
possible at one fell sweep to dispose 
of the tariff. 

The premier then po'nted out that 
abolishing the tariff at once would 
probably cause a financial crisis and 
said the strongest free trader must 
recognize that it is not possible to 
have free trade as in England. It is 
impossible for us to raise a revenue 
by direct taxation at once. If we did, 
the first to suffer would be the settler, 
and the first gool to be set before us 


is the settlement of these enormous 
prairies, 
Sir Wilfrid favored a gradual re- 


duction of the tariff and also favored 
reciprocity with the United States, if 
fair treatment were offered to Canada 


A REVENUE OF 120 MILLIONS 


C. P. R. Revenue for Railway Alone 
Last Year Reaches Almost 
95 Millions 


Montreal.—Well over a hundred 
millions were the figures issued by 
Vice-Presijent I. G. Ogden of the C 
P. R. in charge of finances, giving the 
earnings for June, the last montn of 
the financial year, and also gross fig- 


ures for the whole year since July 
1, 1909. 
In every direction records were 


broken and new high figures were set 
both in gross earnings, n t profits and 
working expenses, althougn p: rcent- 
age of expenses was less than previ- 
ously as compared to undertakings of 
the system. 

The earning: of the railway 
proper for 12 months were reported 
294,989,490, or nearer the hundred mil- 
lion mark than ev r b fore. But the 
way earnings are a long way from 
covering all the activities of the com- 
pany. It is estimated that the net 
earnings of the steainships and other 
with dividends and interest 
on securities held, which Jast year 
amounted to $3,500,000, will be far in 
excess of that sum which is made up 
of earnings of steamship service 

No statement of gross earnings of 
the steamship service is issued, but 


gross 


boats make a good deal b tter than 
ten per cent. profits. On this basis 
$30,000,000 could easily be added as 


gross earnings of steamship and other 
outside services, bringitg the prob- 
eble total takings of the Canadian Pa- 
cific up to something dike $120,000.000 
for the year. This is by far the great. 
est vear in the company’s history and 
one which few but the greatest trans- 
portation companies of the world 
could compare with. 


No Settlement Let 

Montreal. Conflicting statements 
are the features of the Grand Trunk 
strike, the following statement being 
eredited to the company: 

“it is understood that an agreement 
has been reached, but the details are 
not yet given out.”’

Premier Asquith intends, it is said, 
to make the announcement regarding 
the result of this secret conference, 
and it is generaliy admitted by those 
who took part that it will be the most 
important ulterance ever pronounced 


by a prime minister of England. In 
fact, the matters azreed upon are of 
such importance, that entire secrecy 
could not be maintained, and the 


capi.al is eagerly discus-ing the pro- 
gressive measures agreed upon. 

It is known that the confreres 
reached an agreement concerning the 


veto power of the house of lords, 
which was the ciief reason for them 
getting together in committee, as it 


were, instead of precipitating disens- 
sion by throwing the matter diree*!y 
into parliament, and that decision 
curtails the hereditary powers of the 
members of the hou-e of lords in the 
goveinment of the people.

They are the kind of pecple who 
seem to consider that things are 
well euough as they are, and that it 
is unnecessary to try and better 
them. That is an indefensible atti- 
tude, for there is never a good that 
could not be better nor a business 
that could not be larger. A policy 
of intelligent and consistent adver- 
tising is sure to bring results.

Englishmen Hope to Recover Sunken 
Treasure Off Southern Africa. 


A number of adventurous English- 
men have organized under the name 
of the National Salvaye Association 
and are preparing for one of the 
greatest treasure hunts in modern hie- 
tory. It is not to be a search tor 
lost Spanish galleons, but an explor- 
ation of 32 known wrecks in the vi- 
cinity of the Cape of Good Hope, con- 


| taining specie and other valuables e<- 


timated to be in excess of $20,000,000. 


Sixteen of these wrecks, according to, 


a report by Capt. Charles A. 
diner, have already been located and 
surveyed. 

All the richly laden transports and 
East Indian merchantmen came home 
to England by way of the Cape before 
the opening of the Suez Canal. Hun- 
dreds of these vessels were wrecked 
on the stormy coasts of South Africa. 
In Cape Colony alone there are public 
records of more than 7,000 wrecks 
and the total cargo lost is caleulated 
to figure up in excess of $100,000.00,

Some 137 of the wrecks have been in- | 


vestigated, so it issaid, and Gardiner 
and his associates have gotten licenses 
from the Cape Government granting 
authority to recover the contents of 


32 of the hulls. The records and 
charts, it is claimed, are now in 
London. 

One of these vessels when it went 


down contained by the official record 
720 bars of gold, 1,406 bars of silver 
and nine boxes of precious stones from 


India, including rubies, pearls and 
onyxes, a cargo the total value of, 
which is estimated at $5,000,000. The 


wreck, according to the chart, lies in 
four and one-half fathoms of water 
and the hull is practically intact. An- 
other of the wrecks, so the “ar- 
gonauts” are told, contain $1,000,000 
in gold, silver and gems; a third car- 
go, in 12 fathoms, is worth $%.500,000, 
mostly in specie; and a fourth wreck, 
sunk in five fathoms of shark-infested 
waters, is supposed to hold $1,500,000 
in coins and bars.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Text of the Lesson, Matt. xix, I, 2, 13- 
26—Memory Verses, 13-15—Golden 
Text, Matt. xix, 14—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


We have but one lesson in this far- 
reaching chapter which also looks on 
to the kingdom, when the twelve apos- 
tles shall sit on twelve thrones judg- 
ing the twelve tribes of Israel (verse 
28). According to the barmony, there 
should come in the s quence of events 
between the last lesson and this one 
the whole of Luke x to xvii and Johngs 
vii to xi, but the opening verses of o% 
chapter give a suggestive summary - 
taken in connection with Mark x, 1, 
“Great multitudes followed Him, and 
He healed them there; and as He was 
wont He taught them again.”’ He was 
ever teaching them of the kingdom 
and showing them by His healing all 
manner of disease something of the 
nature of a kingdom in which the in- 
habitant shall not say, I am sick, and 
the people that dwell thercin shall be 
forgiven their iniquity (Isa. xxxiii, 
24). Christendom of today, however, 
has no more use for ki guom teaching 
than it has for our Lord's teaching on 
divorce (verses 3-12), and can this be 
wondered at when from so many pul- 
| pits it declared that there never 
was a literal Adam and Eve, complete- 
ly setting aside the Adem and Eve 
facts as stated by our Lori in verses 
4,5. Why profess to honor Jesus even 
as a good man and s t aside His plain 
teaching as if He knew nothing? 
Surely this evil age must be fast 
drawing to a close, and the kingdom 
must be drawing nigh. Will you be

SOUTH AFRICA’S CHAMPION, 


All Round Athlete of the New Domin- 
ion Is a Versatile Man. 


It must be admitted that the win. 
ning of over 660 prizes in the athletic 
field by a man abe is not yet twenty- 
eight years of age is in itself a won- 
derful record. When it is mention- 
ed, however, that these prizes have 
been won in such a variety of sports 
as long-distance running, jumping, 
wrestling, boxing, cycling, football, 
roller-skating, throwing the cricket- 
ball and hammer, and putting the 
shot, the record becomes even more 
astonishing. 

Mr. W. W. J. Ewins, however, the 
all-round athlete of South Africa, who 
holds this record, and is at present 
contemplating a walking tour round 
the entire coast of Great Britain, re- 
gards it very lightly. ‘‘Nature,” he 
said to an interviewer recently, ‘“‘was 
very kind in providing me with a 
fine frame and a particularly healthy 
body. And being imbued with a spir- 
it of athleticism, what was more nat- 
ural than that I should have tried 
to excel in sport?” 

“But, then, Mr. Ewins, a great deal 
is due to your own training?” 

“That is quite true; but I seemed 
to take to athleties like a duck takes 
to water. I specialized to a certain 
extent in running and walking, but I 
was always very fond of a change, 
and that, I sunpose, is why I develop- 
ed certain all-round ski. As a mat- 
ter of facet, I could not even rema 
true to athletics, for in my early days 
I became a jockey and won a good 
many races, not only on the flat, but 
ver the sticks, until increased weight 
made me give it up. 

“My most successful seasons in the 
athletic field? Well, it is difficult for 
me to say. I should think, however, 
that my best three years were in 
1397, 1898, and 1899. In the first year 
I was presented with a gold medal 
and a gold watch by the late Presi- 
dent Kruger for winning most events 
at an athletic gathering, while in 
1898 Lady Hutchinson presented me 
with a diamond medal. According 
to a little memo book I have, I find 
that I won seven open boxing and 
four wrestling competitions, got three 
firsts in seulling races, and won three 
road cycling races. I finished up the 
year by breaking my ankle through 
giving exhibitions of high jumping on 
roller-skates, It was shortly after 
this that I gave un jockeying owing to 
increase of weight. 

“In 1899 I devoted myself entirely 


to athleties, and gave many boxing 
and wrestli exhibitions, being pre- 
sented with a gold medal by Lord 
Milner, and then I met with another 


accident, being foolish enough to try 
and loop the loop on a bieyele, the 
result being two broken ribs and two 
smashed fingers.” 

At one time Mr. 


Ewins was cham- 


pion cyclist of South Africa, and con- 
siderable interest was aroused when, 
in 1902, he started the National 


Sporting Club in Johannesburg. He 
himself entered all the principal 
events; and it was about this time 


that he distinguished himself by win- 
ning a forty-five mile race, and came 
in third in a sixty-four mile race, 


Mr. Ewins was entered for the se- 
cond Marathon race of 1908. A fort- 
night previous to the race he was 


unfortunately bitten on the leg by a 
dog. In spite of this, however, he 
was amongst those to finish the race, 
although not amongst the first ar- 
rivals. 


Oririn of Hobson's Choice.

CENSUS OF AGRICULTURE 
The next Census of Agriculture will 
be taken under date of Ist June, 1911 
The area, product and value of field 


crops harvested in 1910 will be 
enumerated for fall wheat, spring 
wheat, barley, oats, rye, corn for 


husking, buckwheat, beans, peas, flax, 
mixed grains hay and clover, alfalfa 
or lucerne, corn for forag other 
forage crops, turnips, mangolds, sugar 
beets, other field roots, tobseco and 
hops; and grass seed, red clover seed 
and alsike clover seed will be enumer. 
ated for product and value. 

Grain and other field crops for the 
harvest of 1911 will be taken by areas 
only, as none of these crops will be 
ripe at the taking of the census, The 
products ‘of these crops will be gath- 
ered later in the year from the re- 
ports on correspondents. 

Animals and animal products, also 
under the head of agriculture, will 
include the number of horses, three 
years old and over, horses under 
three years, milch cows, other 
horned or neat cattle, sheep, swine, 
turkeys, geese, ducks, hens and chick- 
ens and hives of bees held or owned 
by each person at the date of the 
census on Ist June, 1911, 

Pure-bred animals registered, 
eligible for registration, which are 
owned at the time of taking the 
census will be enumerated for horses, 
cattle, sheep and swine, but their 
number will also be counted with all 
other animals.

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SCOTT AND HIS SaiP. 


_ Antarctic Explorer Has the Best Ex: 


pedition Ever Sent Out. 
The Terra Nova is bound for the 
Antarctic. She carries the majority 


of those who are to accompany Capt. 
Scott in his endeavor to reach the 
South Pole. Capt. Scott rightly counta 
himself ler of the most thorough. 
ly organized expedition in the history 
of Polar exploration. Given the man, 
the expedition will not only be the 
most thoroughly organized but 
the most determined that has 
set out. 

Capt. Robert Falson Scott is a man 
of keen sentiment and enormous en- 
thusiasms, but they are hidden below 
the surface of a very placid and un- 
concerned demeanor. The traditions 
of the naval service on the one hand 
and of the great explorers on the 
other inspire him, Clean-shaven, with 


ever 


a strong and determined face, tight, 
firm lips, and keen but kindly light 
blue eyes, he is just forty-two years 
of age, his birthday being on June 
6th. He was thirty-three when he 
first set out towards the South Pole 
in the wonderful but too expensive 
and not over-satisfactory Discovery, 


in which he made the great expedi- 
tion which penetrated farthest south 
for the time being. 

As a good captain he liked the Dis- 
covery, despite her faults, and if sen- 
tirient had been given full opportun- 
ity he might have isken her with him 
this time.

In the Isle of Man the wedding-
